major cycle of -Mercury on the 21st

two equinoxes happening together, Mr. 
Hisks says thai about those dates there will 
bo another surios of disturbances of marked 
energy, 


Mr. Hicks was soon, and said: "Of course 


I fool gratified that tho storm chart has 
boon verified, but I dlsliko to be miscon- 
strued, I am not doing this for money.

An Advocate for the Laying of Cheap 


TruckM on Our Com'mon Jtotilt). 


[t'ron the Chicago Tiroes.] 


Mr.O. L. DeForest, ot Janesville, 


Wis, sends a communication to the 
Times in wnicb ho advocates the laying 
of cheap tracks on country roada. Ho 
states^as the result ot numerous experi- 
ments made by jhim that a strong and 
durable (rack, provided with a ;eu!E:ient 
numbor of turnouts, |can be constructed 
at a cost of $000 per mile. Ha finds that 
a good support for carriage wheels can 
bo mndo ot wood, strne, gravel, brick, or 
any other material that will form a com 
pact and smooth wheel track. Ot course 
iron or stesl can be used, but these ma- 
'driulp aro murh more expo usivo. Ee 
states that a track can be constructed for 
much less expense than a roadbed can 
be covered to a sufficient thickness with 
gravel or broken stone. It is much better 
than a plank road and not as costly. A 
team will draw a load of -three tons over 
a track with [greater ease than it will 
draw one ton over a common earth road, 
even when it is in good condition. A 
carriage will not become covered with 
mud in passing over a track, and tbo 
wheels will revive no iujurf. Tbo 
horaeR will move much faster, and with 
less fatiguo. 
A track insuras a passab.'e 


road at all seasons of the .year. 


Few will be inclined to dispute the 


statements made by this correspondout. 
A track is as valuable for wagons, carts, 
buggies, and carnages na for railway 
cars. In all citiua where there are tracks 
laid for street oars their value is seen for 
all sorts of vehicles. In Liverpool, Lon- 
don, and Glasgow tracks have boen laid 
down between numerous manufactories, 
docks, and 
warehouses 
and railway 


freight stations. 
Horseflesh is deir in 


those cities, and uoy arrangement that 
makes it practical for a team to haul very 
heavy loads is found to be economical. 
Years ago Canadian lumbermen found 
tracks made ot hewn or sawed timber to 
bo profitable. 
They enabled them to 


move logs in summer as well as in win- 
ter. 
These wooden railroads were so 


constructed that tbo tracks could bo 
easily moved from one place to another 
as the supply of logs was exhausted. In 
nearly all coal and iron mines theie are 
tracks on which small cars arobanled. 
Tbo proprietors of numerous Btsne quar- 
ries and brickyards in this country i.ave 
constructed trucks to connect with rail- 
way stations, docks, and places for receiv- 
ing freigbc nn canals. In every instance 
tney have found them to be profitable. 


In a somewhat distant future, whon 


tbe prairies of the west become thickly 
settled and iron becomes cheap, it is 
possible thit tracks may be laid on many 
country roads. 
There is, however, 


little prospect for such means of transit 
for many years. Experience and obser- 
vation show that a track of iron or steel 
is oboapofin the long run than one made 
of wood, concrete, stone or brick. Mate- 
rials liable to speedy decay or disinteg- 
ration aro not suitable for forming a 
track. " A track that is ont ot repair will 
cause great annoyance and constant 
trouble. A wooden track may be eco- 
nomical in tho lumbering regions of 
Canada, where timber is plenty, but it 
would not be economical in tho parts of 
this country that are most in ueel of 
improved roaOs. Lumber is ov»ry year 
becoming more coatly, and it can not bo 
long employed for general building pur- 
poses. Stjne is difficult to obtain in 
most places, and the cost of transporta- 
tion is very great. Brick aro costly on 
account of tbo scarcity of fuel to burn 
them, and it ia obvious that B strong and 
enduring track can not be made of brick. 
They would absorb water, it placed on 
tbo ground, be broken oy tbe frost, aud 
cracked by tho weight of the passing 
wheels. 
Aside from the great cost of laying a 


track on roads to be used by vehicles of 
all kinds, there aro other objections to it. 
Provision must bo made for constant in- 
spection and repair. Gangs of men to 
inspect and repair tracks nro employed 
by all railway companies. 
One rail 


broken or thrown out of place will put a 
stop to tbe traffic. Daring tho winter 
tbe cost of keeping the snow removed 
from a track ia very great. A track laid 
on a common country road must be 
cleared ot snow after every storm. To 
do this properly 
would 
require a 


snow plow, 
a 
strong 
team, and 


several 
men. All 
street 
rail- 


way companies find it necessary to keep 
men constantly employed in removing 
dirt from tho tracks. During the spring 
and fall large quantities of mud aro 
thrown on the tracks by passing wagons, 
which, it it was suffered to remain, would 
throw tho cars_ from the tracks. The ex- 
pense of keeping a track for steam or 
horse ears in a passable condition is al- 
ways very groat. There would be etill 
greater eip'onae in keeping a track on a 
common dirt road in good condition, as 
much dirt would be washed upon it, 
while more would bo brought by passing 
teams. 


A single track would not answer the 


purposes ot travel. There must bo a 
doub'lo track on every road, or there 
would bo constant difficulty about turn- 
ing ont. In fact one track would not 
well accommodate all persons who woro 
traveling in tho some direction. A man 
driving in a buggy in order to post e 
letter or catch a train would not go be- 
hind a.farmer who was taKing a wagon 
load of produce to market. Persons who 
drive drays, wagon.i, carts, carriages, and 
buggies on horse-railway tracks in citiew 
accommodate themselves to the apeed 
made by tho oars. The likn could not be 
done on country roads, as no class of 
patrons would move at a uniform speed. 
if tho rails that form tbo track were con- 
siderably above tha surface of the 
1 ruarl, 


the wheels of vehicles would bo" m con- 
stant danger of running off. 
If these 


wore not raised, they would become 
covered with dirt, atones, ard other im- 
pediments, which would requira frequent 
removal. Tho sibemo ot laying a trade 
on common country roadp, to be used for 
all classes ot vehicles, "looks well on 
paper", but apparently there are suCicieut 
objections to it to condemn it as imprac • 
tical.

duce a well authenticated instance where 
hydrophobia attacked an idiot or an 
infant bitten by a rabid dog. It needs a 
good, vivid imagination as an adjunct to 
the disease. .Some years ago a man 
came to mo for cauterization of what ho 
claimed was tbe bite of a mad dog. It 
did not look to me like a wound made 
by teeth, but I cauterized it to satisfy 
him. A month afterwards that man died 
with all tho symptoms of hydrophobia 
aa described by standard 
authorities. 


Atier his death it was established con- 
clusively that tbe wound was made by a 
nail in a fence that he climbed (o go! 
away from the dog, and that the animal 
was very old and only had three teeth— 
those very far back in the jaw and im- 
possible tojuso to bite with. That case 
shattered my faith in hydrophobia, ant 
subsequent investigations destroyed i 
altogether. There is no such thing.
